Winnipeg.—"I estimate that the

Thomas Acheson, general grain agent 
of the C, P. R., when speaking of the 
prospects of the winter wheat crop 
for 1911. Mr. Acheson has just re- 
turned from an inspection trip in the 
west, and his conclusions are drawn 
from the conditions which he has wit- 

“Starting at Calgary,” he said, ‘I 
examined fields of winter wheat from

This was a test cage re the exemp- 
tion of C. P. R. lanaus from taxation, 
and resulted in a win for the railway 
company all along the line, the case 
being dismissed without costs. Their 
lordships held that unoccupied ©. P. 
R. lands were not taxable until ,twen- 
ty years after the actual grant of let- 
ters patent to the settler, even should 
there be a delay of many years on his 
ae in taking out those letters pat- 
ent. 

They also held that C. P. R. land 
sold on the instalment plan are not 
taxable until all the instalments are 
paid. 

Edmonton.—Sydney Woods, K.C., 
courrsel for the province in the C. P. 
R. land casé, made the following state- 
ment. 

“The decision of the privy council 
against the province in the ©. P. R. 
land case places the province right 
back where it was when we started 
the action three years ago. 

“The province will have no right to 
tax C. P. R. lands until 20 years after 
patents have been issued by the Do- 
minion government. 

“It is my understanding that many 
of these patents have been issued, so 
that the 20 years term is now run- 
ning; and in regard to the majority 
of the ©. P. R. land it will mean an 
exemption of about 15 years from 


Saskatchewan 


* now. 


“The Dominion government has 
never, so. far as I know, notified the 
railway company to take out patents 
only when they sold the land, but I 
believe that it has now taken out most 
of the’ patents.”’ 

The ©. P. R. lands case was heard 
early during November before, the 
judicial committee, of the privy coun- 
cil composed of Lord McNaughton, 
Lord Mersey. Lord Shaw of Dumfre- 
line, Lord Atkinson and Lord Robson. 
‘Danckwerts, K.C., and 8. B. Woods, 
K.C., with Hamar Greenwood and 
Horace Douglas, appeared for the 
province, while Sir Robt. Finlay, J. 
8. Ewart, K.C. (Ottawa), A. R. Creel- 
man, K.C, (Montreal), Stewart Tup- 
per, K.C. (Winnipeg), and Geofrey 
Lawrence appeared for the C. P. R. 

The smaller of the two cases in 
which the prairie provinces and the 
C. P. R. figured was dismissed with- 
out extended deliberations. Judgment 
was reserved on the larger case, which 
depended on the interpretation of the 
word “‘sold,” in section 16 of the 
agreement between the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the ©. P. R., and it was 
in this case that judgment was de- 
livered. 

After conducting the cases for the 
Provinde of ‘lherta. and Saskatehe- 
wan, 8S. B. Woods, deputy attorney 
general for Alberta. returned to Ed- 
monton on Dec. 15 last. 

The case had it been decided in 
favor of the provinces, would have 
meant millions of money in the tax 
from the C. P. R. The case was in- 
stituted in Alberta courts three years 
ago by Han. C.. W. Cross, then at- 
forney general for Alberta. When the 
Northwest territorial government 
dropped the action, Mr. Cross decided 
to take it up in behalf of Alberta. 

The case was first decided by Hon. 
Justice Beck on Jan. 10, 1910, against 
the province, and that decision was 
upheld hy the supreme court en bane 
on Jan. 21. An order in cownci] was 
then secured from the imperial coun- 
cil giving the province the right to 
appeal the case direct to the privy 
council.

In fact it could only be done 
by going through the fields and un- 
covering the grain in different places 
from the snow. 

“T found in every wheat field. which 
I examined without exception a good 
stem, the grain being from three to 
three and a half inches high, quite 
strong and healthy. 

“In all the south country where the 
large acreage is, about ten days ago 
there were high winds which not only 
cleared off the snow, but in the light- 
er land blew off the soil, leaving the 
roots of the winter wheat partially 
exposed to the weather, ‘and_ there

LINE TO BE COMPLETED WEST 
OF SUMMIT THIS SEASON 


Active Construction Work in Progress 
on the Transcontinental — Large 
Construction Camps Being Estab- 
lished at Base of Operations in the 
Mountains—Over 3,000 Men to be 
Employed, 
Edmonton.—The main 


line of the 


Grand Trunk Pacific will be complet- | 


ed_as far as Tete Jaune Cache, 47 
miles west of the summit of the Rocky 
mountains, in the Yellowhead Pass, 
by the end of this season. This is the 
statement of the various contractors 
and sub-contractors, who have just re- 
turned from looking over proposed 
contracts on the line in the, moun- 
tains. \ 

It is the expectation of Messrs. 
Foley, Welsh and Stewart to complete 
their contract to Fete Jaune Cache be- 


fore the end of the season, and with | 


this end in view, are already com- 
mencing to ship. outfits and men west, 
to the camps that they have estab- 
lished in the mountains. For the sea- 
son’s work they will require 3,000 
men. 

Active construction has already he- 
gun on the rock work, west of the 
Athabasca, according to H. E. Carle- 
ton, one of the sub-contractors on the 
line in the Pass.. He has a sub of 12 
miles on the other sile of the sum- 
mit, near Tete Jaune Cache, and has 
already started some outfits to work. 
He stated that he would have all his 
outfits on the ground as soon as he 
could arrange for their shipment up 
from the Western states, where he has 
been. for the past few years working 
on Great Northern Railway constrac- 
tion in the mountains. 

Practically all of the construction 
that is to be done on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific this season west of Edmonton, 
will be rock work, and will require an 
immense amount of ballasting. Two 
tunnels of fair length will be required 
in the mountains, and work on these 
is also to proceed this summer. It is 
the opinion of the contractors’ that 
construction through the Yellowhead 
will be comparatively easy. 

Other sub-contractors who have been 
given rock contracts on the line, will 
commence shipping in their outfits 
within the next few weeks, A grent 
deal of construction cun be done dur-

F we agree with the hard bended, 
“grossly materialistic” philosopher 
who contended that’ “the’ brain 
secretes thought just as the liver 
secretes bile.” then indeed the eye is 
the “window of the suvul.” However, 


the eye is at least the window of, the 


brain and in most intimate relation 
with that organ as well as with the 
general nervous system. In the sense 
that the eye reflects the emotions of 
the individual it is not so much the 
“window of the soul” as some people 
imagine. If the muscular tissue sur- 
rounding the eye were paralyzed the 
eye itself would ‘have little power of 
expression. ‘ 


Proper Illumination. 
The buman eye was originally adapt- 
ed to daylight, and until the invention 


of printing the demands upon the eyes | 


of the average man were mostly for 
distant vision in the sunlight and sel- 
dom for reading, especially by artificial 
light. 

Under modern conditions both light 
and literature are at the command of 
the humblest citizen, although the lit- 
erature, like the light, is not always 
of the best. 

Probahly the best quality of light for 
the eye is that of the coal of] lamp, pro- 
vided a proper burner and shade are 
employed. The only objection to this 
light is the inconvenience of looking 
after it and the heat from its proxim- 
ity. ; 

The worst form of light is the flick- 
ering gas flame, which contains. many 
yellow, irritating rays and is very ob- 
jectionabje an account of its unsteadi- 
ness. The Weisbach attachment over-

The body is 
often held in a strained position, with 
thé’ head bent forward, causing con: 
gestion of the eyes. If the book be 
plated upon a pillow or rest and the 
head fixed ip a vatura! position little 
injary will result, Probably adult 
boekworms will continue to read in 
be@ and “scrooch” themselves up io 
all<kinds of. strained positions in their 
libpary chairs, notwithstanding - all 
warnings, and eye strain, with its 
traf of ills, will continue to distress 
them, 

But with children a correct position 
and light supply while writing or read- 
ing ia really of vital importance, Cur- 
vature of the spine may result from 
constant malposition at the school 
desk or while reading at home, Eye 
strain ip the child may retard mental 
devéiépment and’ leave a lasting im- 
preasion op both mind and physique. . 

The child should be trained to sit 
erect, with the shoulders squared. A

desk that Is too low or too bigh will 
“compel an awkward position, especial- 
ly when writing. Desks should never 
be placed so that the light shines in 
the pupils’ faces. 

Structure of the Eye. 

Without entering into the minute de. 
tails of the anatomy or physics of the 
eye, a word regarding its structure and 
refractive elements wil) assist In a 
understanding of the injury 
that may result from pegiect or abuse 
of this delicate yet long suffering and 
resistant organ, 

The eyeball is imbedded in a bony 
socket with an overhanging ridge. 
which well protects it from exterual 
injury. 

The eye communicates with the brain 
through the optic nerve, which passes 
through a hole in the back of the 
bony eye socket and spreads out von 
the inuer surface of the cavity of the 
eyebull to form the retina. The crys- 
talline lens and its ligaments divide 
the eye into two chambers, the anterior 
and the posterior. The anterior cham- 
ber is very small and lies between the 
coruea, or outer surface of the eye, 
and the lens. It is filled with a fluid 
similar to tears, the aqueous bumor. 
The posterior chamber is large and 
constitutes the cavity of the eyeball 
behind the crystalline lens it is 
filled wtib a transparent, jellylike sub- 
stance, the vitreous humor. The iris 
is a circular,..muscular curtain, ap 
extension of one of the coats of the 
eyeball, which by dilating or contract- 
ing controls the amount of light ad- 
mitted to the interior of the eye. The 
shape of the crystalline lens is also 
controlled by the little ciliary muscles. 


Varieties of Defective Sight. 

Astigmatism is caused by an in- 
equality in the curvature of the cor- 
nea, This may occur in any meridian 
of the eye und requires glasses that 
will so bend the rays as to correct the 
detiection caused by the irregular sur- 
face. 

Nearsightedness.—This is caused by 
an unduly long eyeball from before 
backward. The rays of light meet be- 
fore they reach the retina. The cornea 
in such cases is usually abnormuily 
convex. 

Farsightedness.—This is caused by a 
sbort eyeball from before backward. 
The rays of light fail to meet before 
they reach the retina. 

In both of the ubove conditions a dis- 


torted image is formed, and glasses. 


are required either for near or distant 
vision. 


Importance of Proper Glasses. 

The degree of injury that results 
from. errors of refraction depevds upon 
the temperament and constitution of 
the individual as well as the extent of 
the error. Just as a little tobacco or 
alcohol will in. xome. subjects produce 
chaos in the nervous system so will a 
slight .tefractive error in u person of 
unstable nervous organization cause a 
profound disturbunce of- the general 
bealth, 

When a refractive error exists the 
ciliary muscles endeavor to correct it 
by altering the shape of the tens. Un. 
less the error is extreme the effort is 
usually successful, and the patient 


thinks he has good eyesight. But « |

less the subject is of an especially ro 
bust and resistant type, 

If the eye were a lifeless optical in 
strument any shopkeeper would be 
qualified to test it and with a little

As the eye is a living organ it should | 


be tested with due regard to that fact 
.and by a physician who can study the 
eye conditions as a whole’ and not 


‘ alone the, optical conditions which have 


been created by a combination of the 
refractive error and the patient's effort 
to correct it By certain drugs the 


‘accommodation of the patient is over. | 
come, and the full degree of the error | 


is revealed. The moral is not to tritle

letting some ‘man on the street ‘tit you 
with glasses. You will save money 
and health by going to the “man who 
knows,” @ physician trained to the 
work.

Bathing the Eyes. 

Ordinarily the eyes are kept clean by 
‘the secretion of the lachrymal glands, 
which is a weak saline fluid. When 
the eyes are irritated by dust or slight- 
ly inflamed a solution of boracic acid, 
ten grains to the ounce of distilled wa 
ter, is a useful preparation, Pure wa- 
ter, is irritating and should pot be 
rubbed or dashed into, the. eyes.

The 
latter trouble is for the surgeon. All 
such nostrums either contain simple 
astringents, tp which case they are 
narenleny, but. unduly expensive; : or 
they contain, powerful drugs, ) whicb 
mask disease, but do nof-cure it, and 
are dangerous when;self administered. 
In using eye lotions the eye dropper 
is preferable to the eye cup. The iat

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In acute inflammation ice cola com- 
presses made of gauze and wrung out 
in boracie acid solution should be used. 
Later on hot compresses may prove 
more serviceable and sootbing. 

When any member of the house- 
hold has inflamed eyes he should ex- 
ercise great care not to infect others. 
Separate towels should be used and 
subsequently sterilized, and compress- 
es or handkerchiefs ahould be burned 
or sterilized. 


Care of Children's Eyes. 

The eyes of school children should 
be examined from time to time and 
errors of refraction corrected. Those 
with inflamed eyes should be sent 
home and treated until cured. 

The eyes of the new baby should be 
carefully cleansed with borie acid so- 
lution. Any signs of inflammation 
should cajl for immediate medical at- 
tention of serious results, even blind- 
ness, may follow. 

The care of the eyes should begin 
fn childhood. When errors of refrac- 
tion are found glasses should be worn 
regardless of prejudice. Long life and 
good health may depend upon two 
small disks of glass.

THE MAD MULLAH, 


An African Washington and Napoleon 
Rolled Into One. 


News dispatches a few days ago an- 
nounced that the Mad Mullah, whol 
har been a thorn in England’s side tor 
many years, has again broken loose 
in Somaliland, in northeast Africa, 
and killed 800 tribesmen. 

The Mad Mullah, or to give him bis 
correct name, Haji Mohammed Ab- 
dullah, is now the dominating figure 
in a region containing 60,000 square 
miles. He is a sort of African Wash- 
ington and Napoleon rolled into one 
and has cost Great Britain thousands 
of lives and $50,000,000 in cash. 
Many years ago Great Britain, which 
ruled over the peaceful tribes on the 
coast, declared a protectorate over the 
interior. The Mad Mullah, who had 


risen to power among the fierce Mo- | 


hammedan tribes, resented this and | 


prepared to dispute England’s exten. | 


sion of authority. The English sent 
an expedition against him and three 
ears of desultory campaigning fol- 
owed, during which they expended 
$15,000,000 and sacrificed 1,500 men. 
But the Mad Mullah was not subdued, 
and in 1901 England dispatched an- 
other force to tame him. Similar ex- 
mig viage | were to have been sent out 

y the Italians and the Abyssinians. 
Col. Swayne, who led the Britich 
column, met a force of the Mad Mul- 
lah’s, defeated it and believing that 
the capture of the Mullah would soon 
be effected sent back glowing dis 
patches of victory to London. In- 
stead Col. Swayne himself came near 
being captured. The Mad Mullah at- 
tacked him in the rear, cut his com- 
munications with the coast, destroy- 
ed the zariba, upon which Col. 
Swayne depended for his supplies, 
and forced the retreat of the latter, 
Seeing the difficulty of subduing this 
African warrior the English sought to 
buy him and offered him a pension 
of $15,000 a year if he would sit down 
in the shade of a palm tree and be- 
have himself. But the terms were 
rejected andthe Mad Mullah has gone 
on in his own sweet way ever since. 
A short time ago the English deter- 
mined to evacuate the interior o 
Somaliland and quite recently this 
was carried out. Whereupon the Mul. 
lah, as if by way of thanks, swooped 
down upon tribes which had been 
friendly to the English and with his 
good sharp sword cut off the heads cf 
800 persons. 

To-day the whole interior of Somali- 
land is at the mercy of the Mullah. 
He' has at his disposal a force of 70,- 
000 men, 10,000 of them cavalry. He 
has modern guns and riflés and as he 
manufactures his own powder he can 
wage quite a serious war without de- 
pending upon outside sources for his 
: That he will not remain 
inactive is quite certain, and the 
future will hear more of the Mad 
Mullah. 

He is now 43 years old. He studied 
Latin under a Catholic missionary. 
and the Mohammedan religion at a 
college at Berbera. He exercises tre- 
mendous influence over the Moham- 
medans and is a dangerous element 
in northeast Africa. 


Irish Raid Auction. 

An extraordinary demonstration 
took place at Menagh, County Tipper- 
ary, one day not long ago, as a result 
of a dispute between a landlord and 
his tenants. He promised to sell or 
give a reduction, but failed to do eith- 


| er, and the tenants refused to pay 


their rent. Writs were issued, and 
cattle were seized. The auction sale 
was fixed, and several bands, follow- 
ed by hundreds of farmers, paraded 
the town, preceded by cattle and 
horsemen. At the hour fixed for the 
auction a large crowd assembled at 
the pound, and a rush was made, 
and the cattle were taken out. by 
force. The animals were. then decor- 
ated with green ribbon and laurels, 
and another procession paraded the 
town. A huge green banner carried in 
front of the procession bore the words 
“The land is ours.”
